With less than a w'eek intervenig 
until the plumbers’ new scale goes in­ 
to effect, there are a number of ques­ 
tions yet to settle.

rate asked is $3.50 per day for nine 
hours, the same as the Pittsburg scale 
calls for.

One 
apprentice and one junior plumber or 
“two-thirder” is proposed 
for 
each 
shop. As m atters now stand there are 
several more juniors in the city than 
will be

if the scale goes into effect

week. 
Another matter upon which the two 
sides lo the controversy have been 
unable to come together on is that 
clause which relates to laborers who 
come under the head of helpers, and
